The movement'for setting aside a specific day throughout 


the country for spe'clal consideration of the Navy was instituted by 
the Navy League and approved by the Secretary of the Navy and 
the President. October the 27th, the birthday of 
Theodore Roosevelt, was appropriately selected INCEPTION

The United States Navy. 


'(Excerpts from article written by Assistant Secretary Theodore 


Roosevelt in May issue of United States Naval Institute.) 
In the past, the two great mediums of communication by 


which our civilization was built were the land and the sea. Our 
Navy, indeed all navies, are indissolubly linked with the latter, 
because for communication by water, protection is necessary. 
Rights on the sea are as important as the right to travel unmo- 
lested on the railroader down the turnpike. •. No great country 
can afford to have them jeopardized, for every great country de- 
pends on them not only for advancement, but even for her ability 
to retain her present level. It is the navies of the big civilized 
powers that have kept open the lanes of traffic in the world. They 
have been kept open as against pirates. 
They have been kept 


open as against other overbearing nations. 


The merchant marine needs the protection of the Navy; the 


Navy in time of war needs the supplementary aid of the mer- 
chant marine, and the country in peace or war needs both. The 
Navy is a necessary protector of that all-important adjunct of our 
great civilization—our communication with the other countries 
of the world. 


In addition, our Navy is our first line of defense. It is the 


shield which prevents the enemy from striking at our vitals. We 
are not a militaristic nation. We do not maintain a large1 army. 
We depend upon our civilians for our military forces. Our ideal 
is to "show how civilians can smite with the sword." 
When 


war breaks, as it has in the past and as it will again in the future 
despite all we can do, we have much real work to do b^ore-our 
military organization is in proper shape. It is the Navy that holds 
the enemy at bay while this preparation is being made. Further- 
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This policy should be accomplished as soon as consistent with 


our economic situation. 


Early History of Navy Yard. 


Portsmouth from early Colonial times has always been an 


important shipbuilding station. The early records show that ship 
building timber was gathered here marked with the King's "Broad 
Arrow" as the property of the Crown. 
Later on an important 


shipbuilding industry was^ developed, located on what is now' 
known as Badger's Island. 


The following vessels were built for the Royal Navy: Frigate, 


Falkland, 54 guns, year 1690; Frigate, Bedford, 32 guns, year 
1696; Frigate, America, 60 guns, year 1749. • 


During the Revolutionary War, Badger's Island was the 


property of 'the Honorable John Langdon, and with that spirit of 
patriotism so conspicuous in him, he' tendered the use of the Is- 
land and the Ship Building Plant to the Continental Congress. The 
Congress accepted the use of the plant arid immediately author- 
ized the building of the Frigate Raleigh, 32 guns. Her cqnstrue- 
tion was begun on March 21, 1775, and the ship launched and 
completed within 60 days from laying of the keel. 


The Sloop of War Ranger, 18 guns, was built in 1777 and 


sailed for France on December 2nd of that year under command 
of John Paul Jones, flying the first Stars and Stripes to be sa- 
luted by a f&reign power. 


The Line of Battle Ship America, 74 guns, was authorized 


in 1776. 
She was launched in 1782 under the supervision of 


John Paul-Jones, and by direction of the Congress was immedi- 
ately turned over to the Chevalier de Marticrue as a present to the 
King of France. The America was the largest ship built in Amer- 
ica up to that date. She entered the French service and was cap- 
tured by the British at Toulon in 1794, and her name changed to 
Impetueux, as there was in the Royal Navy at the time the sixty- 
four gun ship named America, built here in 1749. 


The Frigate Crescent, 32 guns, built here in 1797, was pre- 


sented to the Dey of Algiers by our government as compensation 
for delay in fulfilling our treaty stipulations. 


The Government continued to use Badger's Island ship build- 


ing plant until 1800 when it was decided to establish here a 
permanent Government Navy Yard. 
In accordance with this 


policy the Navy Department purchased Fernald Island, 45 acres, 
from William and Sarah Dennett on June 12, 1800, for the sum 
of $5500. 


In 1866 the purchase of the neighboring Seayey's Island for 


3105,000 added 105 acres to the Navy Yard. These two islands 
have since been joined into one and the acreage of the Navy 
Yard increased by accretion and filling to its present size of 208 
acres.

As a result, a farj 
broader policy has been pursued and the product of th« yardj 
contains the latest technical and practical ideas of all the besti 
minds in the service. "• In other words, an organization has been( 
perfected which contains the best designers, builders' and_operat- 
ing personnel who actually handle the vessels at sea. 
Further- 


more, the experience of the designing experts at Portsmouth has 
been used in connection with the construction of submarines at 
private building yards. The yard organization in addition has had 
exceptional advantages for the study-of ex-German submarines 
which have been dismantled here. 
The knowledge gained by 


tearing down -the engines, motors and other machinery of these 
ships has been invaluable to the designers. It has revealed the 
more desirable features as well as the mistakes made by the Ger- 
mans, with lhe result that the United States submarines as de- 
veloped and perfected under these ideal conditions are superior to 
those of any other nation. 


But it is not only in design that the Portsmouth-built boats 


excel.

In the report of the Trial Board of the 
"S-9"'is found the following: "The Board 
has- been very favorably impressed by the

In the S-3 to S-9 (Portsmouth 
built boats) there is full evidence of careful design by personnel 
that knew what is best, followed by good workmanship, every- 
thing being done in a painstaking manner."

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No Reason For Cancellation 


-'"As what is perhaps a last struggle, the advocates of can- 


cellation of European debts to the United States are asserting 
that President Wilson had in mind an agreement with''our 
European debtors by which the United States would remit a 
large part of the debts due us with the amount due from Ger- 
many," remarks the Republican Publicity Association, through 
its President, Hon. Jonathan Bourne, Jr. "No records are cited 
to show that President Wilson ever expressed willingness to 
favor such an agreement and it is very likely that belief in his 
willingness to do so was founded upon his expressed desire 
that the United States make what he called the 'supreme sac- 
rifice/ 


"But even if it were true thaiJPresident Wilson was willing 


to enter into this scheme of cancellation, the United Slates 
could not have been bound thereby. No loans were, or could 
have been made to European nations without authority from 
congress. Likewise, no cancellation of debts could be made 
without authority from the same source. British statesmen. 
1-rench statesmen and German statesmen, all of wnom are 
familiar with the American form of government, were well 
awaie of ihi*. They were not misL'd by President Wilson in the 
least. They may have hoped thur he would have bejn able to 
bring about a cancellation, jus:' as they hoped he would be 
able to get the United States entangled in the League of Na- 
tions, but they knew he had not the power to do either with- 
out the approval of the legislative branch of the government,' 
as required by the Constitution. 


. "If, as alleged in London, President Wilson stood reaiy to 


rnake a cancellation agreement, this fact furnished one more 
cause for congratulation" that Cox, who was 'at one' with Wil- 
son, was .defeated in the election of 1920. Cancellation of the 
debts due from the allied nations to the United States, and 
cancellation by them of debts due 'from Germany to them, 
'would mean in effect, that the United States would be made 
the great burden bearer. 


"An effort has been made to create the impression that the 


proposal was that there should be a cancellation all around, 
and that it would merely be a matter of book-keeping. The 
fact is, as. everybody knows, that no other nation has a claim 
upon the United States which it could cancel, and therefore, 
the cancellation movement would be wholly one-sided "so far 
as this country is concerned. 


'"The United States had not the remotest relation to the 


causes of the war. Wherever the blame for the outbreak may 
be placed, no part of it can be placed at the door of the United 
States. We became parties to the war in our own interest, it is 
true, and fought to defend our rights on the high seas. We 
were the victims of European intrigues extending over a long 
period of years. Our losses in lives, the suffering of our sol- 
diers, the sacrifices made by our people at home, and the 
heavy tax burden we are now bearing can be charged directly 
and solely to the duplicity an<5 selfishness of European diplo- 
macy. 


"There is not the slightest reason in either international law 


or international morals why any nation should ask us to can- 
cel a dollar of debt or why we should grant the request if 
made/' 


A "Chosen Race" 


A Jewish rabbie stoutly maintains* that there is no such 


.thing as a "chosen race." He particularly condemns efforts 
to give this exclusive title to the racial stock, now represented 
in various nations, derived from northern Europe and known 
as "Nordic." 


"To assert," he says, "that the Nordic race possesses all the 


virtues and that all other races are inferior is to assert some- 
thing that is absolutely untrue. What we need in America to- 
day is not to suppress or scorn the man of non-Nordic deriva- 
tion, but to put to American use the virtues and capabilities 
of every race and to-stress the importance and uniqueness of 
the individual, rather than of the race." 


This may be taken by critics as a special plea for the speak- 


er's own race, yet it is surely good Americanism, and good 
common sense. Present day historians who' make an effort to 
write impartially,'such as H. G. Wells and Hendrick Van Loon 
while proudly acknowledging the achievements of their own 
Nordic race, are far from claiming it as the embodiment of all 
excellence. 


_ A study of either past or present leaders in the various na- 
tions of Europe and Asia should-convince any open-minded 
person that every race which has risen to civilization has not 
only broad human merits, but special merits of its own. 


The American people, while mainly of Nordic origin and 


properly interested in safeguarding the institutions they have 
derived from northern and western Europe, are nevertheless 
so varied in blood, and hav ederived such great benefits from 
the mingling of many races, that they should be the last people 
•in the world to yield to narrow racial bigotry. Leave that for 
small races which are all of one blood and do not know any- 
better.

Service anj a dozen or more agencies 
of the government, most of which are 
now under the jurisdiction of the In- 
terior Department. 


Neither has President Coolldge been 


made to see the wisdom of providing 
an assistant President, a .sort of Ex- 
ecutive assistant to be given unusual 
powers, that he might lift some of the 
burdens from the 
shoulders of the 


President. . He wants to give this 
proposition more thought. He has in- 


timated to those about him that oft

The 


•packing house is a fine old__barn which 
Mr. Farmer found on his place, heav-" 
lly timbered, and is 125 feet long by 45 
feet wide, and so arranged that one can 
drive into the front door and out at, the 
back. The packing house is scrupu- 
lously clean and is fragrant with the 
spicy arenia ot apples. In this -big 
room the apples are inspected, graded, 
and put up in containers for cus- 
tomers. 
The same system is em- 


ployed that is used on orange farms in 
Florida. 
The apple grader is a very 


ingenious and effective 
device,, and 


does rapidly and accurately what 
would be done slowly and imperfectly 
by hand. The whole length of the 
contrivance must be about 40 feet. 
The apples are fed into R. hopper at 
one end and are carried upward and 
onward by wooden rollers. The revo- 
lution of the rollers turns aech apple 
over and over, and exposes every par- 
ticle of the surface to inspection, so 
that all bruised or imperfect speci- 
mens can be readily seen and sorted 
out by an attendant. 
Those are sold 


as seconds or converted into cider. 


After the apples 
have completed

chain. 
The very fancy apples are 


picked out by hand by an operator and 
allowed to ride on the belt nearest to 
him until they reach the end of the 
line when they drop off into a recepta- 
cle provided for them. The other ap- 
ples continue to move with the belt. 
At regular intervals there are rubber 
discs revolving at right angles with 
the belt, and so arrangde that each 
disc is little nearer the belt than the 
disc that went before. Thus the first' 
disc is three and one-half inches from 
the belt. If an apple comes along that 
19 more than three and one-half Inches 
in diameter it is stopped by the disc 
and the forward motion is exchanged 
for a lateral one so that that apple 
rolls to one side o£ the belt and down 
a canvas inclined plane into a bin pro- 
vided tjO receive it. If the apple is less 
than three and one-half inches in di- 
ameter it continues its journey until it 
finds the disc graduated to catch and 
stop an apple of its size and then 
drops into its appropriate receptacle. 
Thus all the apples ill any particular 
bin are of the same size. It might be 
interesting to add that before the ap- 
ples drop into the bins, their speed is 
retarded by a stop, the invention of 
Mr. Farmer, so they will fall as lightly 
as snowriakes Into their places.
